MINERS HAVE 


SICK BENEFIT 


The coal mines at the Glenn's Run 


mine in the southern part of this 
county, have formulated a novel bene- 
fit plan, which may be adopted by all 
the miners 
along the Wheeling & 


Lake Erie railroad in this mining dis- 
trict The miners, haulers, trappers 
and laborers pay into the fund fifty 
cents per month, and the boys em- 
ployed pay twenty-five cents a month. 
The men who belong receive $5 per 
week as sick benefits except for the 
first week, and also a funeral benefit. 
The plan has been most successful, 
and the organization has a balance 
in their treasury. They are now mak- 
ing their constitutions more definite 
and many new members are being re- 
ceived.—Steubenville Herald.

Accompanying Sir Thomas Lipton In 


his third cup hunting visit to Amer- 
ican waters will be two men whose 
efforts to "lift" the silver cup which 
the schooner America brought here ex- 
tend over a longer period than even his 
own. 


What the Herreshoffs are to yacht- 


Ing in this country George Watson and 
William Fife, Jr., stand for In Great 
Britain. Their brains, backed by the 
money of patriotic yachtsmen, have 
engineered every attempt made upon 
the trophy since the Thistle wrestled 
vainly for it. 


The trio, Sir Thomas Lipton, Wringe 


and Fife, are associated for the first 
time in one combination, and the Eng- 
lish enthusiast is justly entitled to 
the hopes he entertains. Dunraven and 
Watson, Sir Thomas and Watson and 
Sir Thomas and Fife have In that or- 
der "come very near it," and the new 
association represents the pluck and 
science of English yachting as they 
have never before been amalgamated. 
During the trial spins of the challenger 
off Sandy Hook the designers of the 
craft will watch every move and will 
send her to the starting line in the 
first of the races attuned to the test in 
every bight of her canvas and every 
strand of her gear. 


"Fife of Fairlie" has been a byword 


of significance in British yacht and 
ship building for a hundred years. 
The firm of Fife has existed and flour- 
ished during that period. It was left 
to William Fife, Jr., however, to make 
the name an international one. Fife's 
small boats had been remarkably suc- 
cessful during many years before he 
made his first venture with a vessel of 
the cup hunting type. His was the 
first Shamrock, and in her he showed 


the ani radical oepartur* from 
strictly Btigllsh mod*) that had 
defeated «o many times that Its 
ity was clearly proved, on thla side of 
tue water at leant. 


In adopting the feature of the model 


that umde the American yacht BO dis- 
tinct In contrast with the challenger* 
Fife Incurred advene criticism, but the 
races justified him, und he blazed the 
way that has since been followed to a 
point where, It is believed, the chal- 
lenger will show as little difference 
from the defender that, to a layman, 
they might have come from the same 
board. 


Fife would not attempt a second 


Shamrock, and the order was given 
to Watson, who proceeded along the 
same lines. 
Both designers 
were 


urged to collaborate on the third of Sir 
Thomas' challengers; and the result 
will be proved off Sandy Hook In 
August. 


In selecting Captain Bob Wringe 


to handle the product of the best two 
designers that Great Britain boasts Sir 
Thomas Is backed by both architects 
and the yachting authorities of his 
country in the opinion that he has a 
skipper who can get all out of the 
craft she has In her. Captain Wringe 
Is no stranger to the Sandy Hook 
course or to attempts upon'the cup.

thusiastic yachtsman, on July 30, 
The first meeting was held aboard the 
schooner Girucrack, belonging to him. 
There were nine gentlemen present, 
and from this unpretentious genesis 
sprang the present flourishing club, 
boasting one of the most handsome 
clubhouses in the world, with 1,019 
membera and a squadron of 424 ves- 
sels. 


The first clubhouse was erected In 


the Elysian fields, overlooking Hob* 
ken, N. J, and was opened to the 
members in 1845. It was a small, un- 
pretentious building of one floor, pic- 
turesque to a certain degree, but pos- 
sessing very limited accommodations. 
The first regatta in America was cele- 
brated on July 17 of the same year 
and created widespread interest. The 
Tenture was attended with consplcu- 
aus success. 


In 1SG8 Hoboken sprang into exist- 


ence as a busy industrial center, and 
as the natural surroundings of the 
clubhouse were menaced by grimy 
factories the club transferred its head- 
quarters to a more commodious villa 
on Staten Island. A little later, owing 
to increasing membership, a larger 
building was acquired there, and in 
1871 the club migrated to New York 
and established itself near Madison 
square. 


It is popularly believed that the first 


yacht 
race between 
England and 


America was determined in 1851, when 
the America succeeded In winning the 
cap, but such is not the case. The first 
race between the two countries was 
decided in 1840 between the Brenda 
of the New York Yacht club and the 
Pearl, the famous cutter belonging to 
the Marquis of Anglesey. The latter 
vessel, which was built at Wyvenfcoe, 
In Essex, in 1820, was the fastest boat 
Bailing in English waters, but she was 
badly beaten by the American boat 


The report recently gained circula- 


tion that the yacht America, first win* 
ner of the International yachting cup, 
la to be sold and broken up for souve- 
nir*. Congressman Ames of Lowell, 
Mass., owner of the yacht, has denied 
that there was any truth in the re- 
ports. He said: 


"The America has not been sold and 


will not be sold. I have seen tfie sto- 
ries published and cannot Imagine 
where they originated, especially the 
one which says that the yacht will be 
broken up and pieces of her distributed 
M souvenirs. We hare not the slight 
••t Intention of doing anything of the 
kind. The yacht will not be plaoad 1» 
OKnmtsslott, and for the- present slit 
will remain where she Is, tied up be- 
tween the Chelsea bridges, near

Building, operations 
in New York 


city have seldom produced so striking 
an illustration of the monetary value 
at light as the Commercial Cable 
Building company is preparing to dis- 
play on the southerly side of its sky 
scraper, 20 Broad street, says the New 
York Herald. From a director of the 
lompany it was recently learned that 
estimates are now being obtained for 
glass shutters, or prisms, to get the 
light out of an aperture one foot wldt 
and throw it into office rooms. 


This enterprise is an outgrowth ot 


trouble with the owners of the Blair 
building, which occupies the north- 
west corner of Broad street and Ex- 
change place and adjoins the Com- 
mercial Cable building on the south. 
Before the Blair building was erected 
the firm of Blair & Co. and the di- 
rectors of the Commercial Cable Build- 
ing company were negotiating for an 
air court between the two sky scrapers. 
The negotiations 
fell through, and 


Blair & Co. proceeded to build their 
structure -right against that of their 
rivals and to make it just as high as 
its neighbor. 


The Commercial Cable building is 


twenty stories high besides its dome. 
Its lower five stories occupy the ful 
Broad street frontage, but its architec- 
ture is such that the upper fifteen sto- 
ries are set back about a foot, anc 
along these fifteen stories a space of 
one foot therefore intervenes between 
the Commercial Cable and Blair build- 
ings. The Blair building entirely shuts 
off the light from the southerly wlii- 
dowa of its neighbor as far up as the 
sixth story and ns far back as the 
Commercial Cable building's regular 
airshaft, but tho upper fifteen stories 
obtained the benefit of such light as 
filtered down from the roof through 
this one foot iipmure. 


It has lonj; been u practice to use 


shutters of glass and Iron, made up oi 
glass prisms in nn iron framework, to 
throw adclitional light by reflection 
through the windows of 
buildings 


These shutters are suspended from the 
window tops und slanted ut an appro- 
priate angle. 
But the Idea of using 


them to got light out of a "court"' only 
one foot wide Is u novelty to the finan- 
cial district and the building trade as 
well. 


Four or (Ire windows on ench of the 


fifteen floors will have to be provided 
with prisms.
